.Mr. Trite, wlio came from Paris, 
Fr-anco, several years ago, is now 
working in a dye house. 

While walking down town uiia(! 
companiod, for the first time since 
ho came here a month ago from 
Chicago, l.,ouis Abrams, 20 ycuus 
old, deaf ami dumb, was struck by 
the south-bouiKi moinirig passeiigitr 
train on the Salt Lake Railway at 
y::JO last Monday morning, in Long 
Beach, at Tenth and California 
Stnicts, and was instantly killed. 

The body was tlirf)wii nearly 
seventy feet forward along the 
riglit of way. A leg and an arm 
wore broken, the man's head was

We are in receipt of Vol. I, No. 
1, of the Silent Churchman, pub- 
lished in Chicago, III., under the 
management of Rev. George Fred- 
erick Flick, missionary to tho deaf 
of the Northern Central District. 
This publication is to t)e issued 
monthly in the interest of the Epis- 
copal Missions to the Deaf, and, as 
we understand it, is designed to 
take the place of the Silent Church- 
man of New York, which discon- 
tinued publication about two years 
ago. 

The new Silent Churchman is 
typographically well-gotten up and 
at its al'.surdly low sub.scription 
price of twenty- five cents a year 
should have a larire circulation. 
There are thousands of deaf-mnte 
communicants of the Episcopal 
Church in this country. Their need 
of an official organ for the dissemi- 
nation of useful information in re- 
gard to th(> work and for the ex- 
pression of views fjivorable to pro- 
gress has been so pressing that the 
wonder is that such a publication 
was not undertaken twenty years 
ago, aird maintained to che present 
day. * The deaf-mute missions of 
the Roman Catholic, the Methodist, 
and the Lutheran Churches hav§ 
for some years past been publish- 
ing paper-s of their own, and surely 
the missions of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, whioh are relatively 
stronger as regards both the num- 
ber of missioiraiies and the number 
of adherenls, should have their own 
publication also. It will not do to 
urge, as do some, that parish pub- 
licaiilons are all tliat are necessary. 
Parish publications are limited to 
parochial bounds. As well might 
it be urged that such papers as the 
New York Churchman, the ChurcJi 
Standard, or to go Iwyond our own 
botindaries, the Christian Herald, 
the Christian Advocate, etc., are 
unnecessary. The man who will 
nowad»ys insist on limiting his 
reading to the newspaper of his 
own litlle town or hamlet, can not 
be looked upon as a well-inforrrred 
man. The deaf-mute who will 
iii-ist that his school paper supplies 
all the necessary information in r-e- 
gard to matters relating to the 
Deaf, and that it is unnecessary 
for him to read such papers as the 
Deaf-Mutes' Journal or the Deaf 
American, or tt»e American An- 
nals, or the Association Review, 
can not be reganied as an author- 
ity on educational and other affairs 
concerning the deaf. We would 
advise evei'y deaf-mute communi- 
cant of the Episcopal Church to 
subscribe for the Silent Churchman 
so as to inform himself not only in 
regard to the doctrines and prac- 
tices of his ohurc'h, but al.so so as to 
keep him.self informeti of the pro- 
gress of Missionary work infields 
outside his own immediate vicinity. 
The Reunion of former pupils 
and grailnates of Marylarul School 
for the Deaf, which was announced 
to take place at the School in Fnnl- 
erick on June 17th-19th, has been 
postponed until next year.

HOME TREATMENT OF TUBERCU- 
LOSIS. 

The subject of Home Treatment 
of tuberculosis has been much dis- 
cussed as it is an important aid in 
the solution of the tuberculosis prob- 
lem. It i» difficult to take any one 
form of relief or prevention in the 
fight against this disease and esti- 
mate its desirability without refer- 
ence to the other forms. The work 
of the Committee on the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis of the New York 
Charity Organization Society has 
been very extensive in this connec- 
tion and the report of the Relief 
Committee of this Committee, 
covering the period of its operation 
from January 8th, 1906 to October 
ist, 1907, and published in March 
of this year, offers much interesting 
and instructive information on this 
subject. 

The work of this Committee was 
not confined exclusively to Home 
Treatment, but combined this with 
the other methods or relief which 
seemed most desirable in each speci- 
fic case. " Underlying the Commit- 
tee's recommendations for the treat- 
ment of individual cases, have run 
two main ideas : The one, that 
hopeful cases should be directly aid- 
ed by the best treatment practicable ; 
the other, that the consumptive's 
family should be protected against 
infection, and this could best be ac- 
comfrfished by segregation in a hos- 
pital or a country sanatorium." 
From the view-point of infection, 
Home Treatment is not a desirable 
substitute for sanatorium or hospital 
care, but it is realized that for hun- 
dreds who will not or can not go to a 
hospital or sanatorium, home treat- 
ment is essential, and when conduct- 
ed systematically and intelligently 
there is no reason why beneficial re- 
sults can not be obtained. 

The first requisite in successful 
home treatment, is a definite know- 
ledge on the part of the patient's 
family of the nature of the disease. 
This entails either careful study 
undertaken independently on the 
part of some one in the consump- 
tive's household and inparted to the 
others, or taking advantage of the 
voluntary information offered 
through some outside agency. These 
outside agencies vary in character 
and comprise national and local, 
public and private associations, or 
committees whose object is the 
stamping out of this ' ' Great White 
Plague." In New York State, 
there is being conducted at present 
a campaign which has for its object 
the dissemination of the knowledge, 
which is a help to those afflicted 
with this disea.se, and the appli- 
cation of which is a preventive to 
its further spread. The State 
Charities Aid Association, in co- 
operation with the State Depart- 
ment of Health, has already visited 
six of the larger cities of the State, 
and the intention is to visit all cities 
with the exception of New York. 

As a result of the interest awaken- 
ed by this educational campaign in 
each city, it is hoped that one or 
more visiting nurses will be provided 
whiMe duty will be to visit the homes 
of consumptives and to show the 
aecessity for, and to help in the 
eicecution of such measures in the 
Home Treatment as the segregation 
of the patient in a separate bed, if 
poi»ible in a separate room, the 
immediate care and destruction of 
sputum, the proper diet which 
should consist of plenty of milk and 
eggs, the right kind and amount of 
exercise, the importance of fresh air 
and sunlight, and the possibility of 
obtaining these in one's room or on 
the porch or roof of one's home, in 
fact, all the simple but vitally im- 
portant stejm in arresting the pro- 
gress and .spread of consumption. 

Fortunate indeed is that com- 
mu ..h can claim the services 

of a v,-,!iMi^ nurse, and it is hoped 
that at least each city which has 
had or will have the benefit of this

It Ih propoHed to create a memorial 
to tho late Rev. Thomas (4allMudet, 
I). I)., by the erection of a Parinh 
lUiildiiig for St. Ann'n Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tho present Church 
Ih Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of AniHterdain Avenue, and is built 
.some twenty-flve feet back from the 
lino of the street to permit the ereo- 
tioTi of snch a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
tho silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as A 
most fitting memorial lo him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The now building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flre feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
fttorioB In height, with a baaenient, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th« 
amount rocjuired for *' The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
l)e al)out $3U,000, and the building 
itNulf, in its [msition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
